She told the councillors, dignitaries and members of the 
public at the town hall: “The role of mayor is to fly the 
flag for Bridport and to see what works well in other 
towns and bring those ideas back to Bridport.”

■ TELL us a bit about yourself. 

I was one of five children and brought up on a small¬ 
holding in Dorset. 

I went to school near Reading where anyone from the 
Westcountry was called 'farmer' This particular'farmer' 
joined the Royal Navy, serving in coastal fishery protec¬ 
tion vessels and in frigates, transferring to the RN Re¬ 
serve, as a Minesweeper'Jim'and a patrol craft skipper 
teaching coastal navigation out of Bristol. 

I was an HR Manager in BAE Space Division, Filton, and 
then set up my own technical recruitment and training 
business. In 2003 I was called back to Service, took the 
moths out of my uniform and worked on defence mat¬ 
ters relating to people and equipment across the three 
Services. 

■ HOW did you get into 
running Axminster Job Club? 

In 2009 there was a notice on a pew in our church about 
Axminster Churches Together wanting to start a job club. 

It was looking for volunteers so I went along to see 
what was going on and found myself with the job of job 
club officer. 

Although it means getting involved with virtually 
everything with the club, we are all volunteers operating 
under our chairman, Liz Lynn, who should take the credit 
for starting this. 

■ WHAT made you interested? 

When I was at BAE, if work dried up after a satellite was 
completed for launch, then staff were laid off. It was 
crazy really but that is what happened, so we put to¬ 
gether a job-search training package to help them find 
work until we took them on again. 

The Axminster Job Club operates with that package 
but brought up to date. Also, I knew what losing your 
job was like because I had previously been made redun¬ 
dant from Plessey in Poole when our children were very 
young. 

■ WHAT experience can you bring? 

It is about communicating with people and to under¬ 
stand their hopes and fears which we all share. It has also 



been very encouraging to see some of our visitors them¬ 
selves volunteering their own services to help others. 

That is what does it for me. Talking of the volunteers 
generally, it is really amazing what skill and resourceful¬ 
ness there is in Axminster, ordinary people we see in the 
street have something precious to offer. 

■ WHAT does the job club offer people? 

It has become an essential drop-in point if you are look¬ 
ing for work. It offers general 'soft skill'support in CV writ¬ 
ing, getting going in the market and interviews and 
there is also the 'internet-cafe' part of it. 

The Axminster Carpets redundancies really made us 
focus on our core business and we became a networking 
centre for various training agencies and the Government 
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Job Centre. 

The Job Club is currently working alongside providers 
of training in English, Maths, IT and is networked with 
other organisations as well such as ARC and CAB. 

■ TELL us about the job fair on May 30th. 

The idea has been in the back of people's minds and it 
was just going to happen when the town council offered 
the Guildhall for free. 

Backing has come in a big way from 'Pulman's View 
From Axminster'. The Job Centre in Honiton is dedicating 
a lot of time bringing in as many employers as they can. 

At the moment all is going according to plan. It will be 
a great all-day event and we hope to have job-related 
things happening such as training course'tasters', a CV 
clinic and employer-led sessions which we will publicise 
in the press when we know more. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy most about the job club? 

It's the people we meet and helping them to help them¬ 
selves. 

At some level, people tend to know what they want 
but sometimes need assistance in getting there. It is 
about keeping people on the'front foot', introducing a 
degree of realism and offering practical support. 

As volunteers we don't have all the answers but it can 
be very rewarding getting someone through a tough sit¬ 
uation like job loss. 

■ IF £500 could be spent on the local area, what 
would you like to see improved? 

I would give it to a voluntary organisation in Axminster 
that offers adventurous training for young people. What 
we need are imaginative volunteer organisations to set 
up and run active youth groups in the town. 

The local youth centre is run by the county council and 
minimally funded. 

Such organisations are inherently 'risk-adverse'in or¬ 
ganising much more than kick-about football. 

Charitable trusts exist out there which offer young 
people the opportunity to go away for a week and do 
something challenging like sailing or climbing at mini¬ 
mal cost. 

A viable model would be for voluntary youth organi¬ 
sations to be assisted by the relevant local authority with 
the offer of conducting risk assessments on proposed 
adventurous training plans. But no direct funding please.

SPENCER Flower has been 
elected as the new leader of Dorset 
County Council. 

The appointment was made last 
Thursday (May 16th) at the coun¬ 
cil’s first meeting since the county 
elections earlier this month. 

Councillor Flower, who repre¬ 
sents Verwood and Three-Legged 
Cross, has been a county council¬ 
lor since 2005 and the cabinet 
member for corporate resources 
since 2009. 

He is currently the leader of East 
Dorset District Council but will 
step down from the role in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Councillor Flower takes over 
from Angus Campbell, who 
stepped down as leader of the 
county council after almost seven 
years in the role.

Councillor Wilson said: “I am 
deeply honoured to have been 
elected once again to serve a fifth 
year as chairman of Dorset County 
Council. It was most gratifying 
that the appointment was the result 
of a unanimous vote of the council, 
so my position clearly enjoys 
cross-party support.” 

Membership of the various coun¬ 
cil committees, including chair¬ 
men and vice-chairmen, was also 
agreed.

Hughes comments unfair 


UKIP won't be going away 


■ YOUR paper continues to pub¬ 
lish letters from Simon Williams 
and Ros Corson concerning the 
changes to the Hughes Psychi¬ 
atric Unit at Bridport, even 
though their appeal fora judicial 
review has been rejected. 

Their tenacity is to be ap¬ 
plauded, but their information is 
either incorrect or unfair and is 
simply disturbing to all con¬ 
cerned. 

As NHS spokespersons have 
explained, the new Urgent 
(acute) Services for Mental 
Health introduced into this area 
are to bring Dorset into the cur¬ 
rent mental health best treat¬ 
ment philosophy of offering 
more to ill acute patients than 
just hospital treatment. 

Beds are still available for those 
that need them, but short stay 
crisis house or treatment at 
home are available for those who 
prefer not to go to hospital. 
Hence fewer beds are needed. 

Regarding transport: patient 
transport is covered by the NHS, 
only carer and visitor transport is 


in question. 

Since the Hughes Unit is too 
big for Bridport's needs, half the 
patients are from Weymouth. 
Hence any Bridport carers trans¬ 
port problems simply become 
Weymouth carers' problems if 
the Hughes Unit beds are kept. In 
any case, the transport problems 
are no greater than for friends of 
physically ill patients. 

The bad reports from the Care 
Quality Commission regarding 
Minterne ward which com¬ 
plained of inadequate activities 
and staff-ing levels were very dis¬ 
appointing, but can be explained 
by Minterne trying to handle se¬ 
verely disturbed patients to¬ 
gether with less severely ill 
patients, which makes activity 
programming difficult. 

Severely disturbed patients will 
now go to a special intensive 
care ward - admittedly in Poole. 

Poor staffing levels were prob¬ 
ably due to Dorset being over¬ 
stretched by having more beds 
than the norm, and they being in 
small units. 


The new acute service should 
solve these problems. Paul Bar¬ 
ton has reported all the changes 
made to improve the now 
named Waterston Unit. 

Discussions of trial periods be¬ 
fore implementing permanent 
changes within Dorset would 
give no more information than 
has been determined by national 
research, and is anyway not pos¬ 
sible because it requires a tem¬ 
porary doubling up of specialist 
staff. 

The continued aggressive re¬ 
porting, implying incompetent 
staff, is in no one's interest, and 
must be very disturbing to the 
staff, who deserve praise for 
choosing such a difficult and 
thankless profession. 

They are in no way incompe¬ 
tent.

Butchers to play host 
to exclusive 300 club 


BRITAIN’S oldest family business - RJ. Bal- 
son and Son of Bridport - is to play host to one 
of the nation’s most exclusive business clubs. 

To qualify for the Tercentarians Club a busi¬ 
ness must be no less than 300 years old and 
must maintain links to the original founding 
family. 

That means Palmers Brewery (founded 1794), 
Worthington (founded 1761), and Wolsey 
(founded 1755) are all far too sprightly to join. 

For butchers R J. Balson and Son - established 
in 1535, back when Henry VIII and Anne Bo- 
leyn were the royal sensation - membership is 
a breeze. 

The Allington-based business is an astonishing 
478 years young. 

Fellow Tercentarians include Fortnum and 
Mason - squeaking in at 307 years old - and 
Britain’s oldest bank, C Hoare & Co, which has 
clocked up 341 years. 

The most recent Balson to own the Bridport 
butchers - Richard Balson - will welcome the 


other members to the town when he hosts the 
annual get-together for the first time. 

Mr Balson was selected for the job when he 
joined fellow Tercentarians at this year’s meet¬ 
ing in Huddersfield, hosted by a cotton mill and 
attended by more than 30 people from the listed 
companies. 

He said: “No two businesses are the same so 
it is a very interesting experience. 

“There’s a boat builder, a milliner, Fortnum 
and Mason, bankers, a whole range of people 
there. It’s a social occasion but we hear from 
each about how the year has gone and share 
ideas. It’s very interesting.” 

Founded in 1970, Tercentatian Club holds one 
meeting a year. Similar clubs can be found 
worldwide, with many of the world’s oldest 
companies found in Japan. 

The world’s oldest continually running busi¬ 
ness - Japanese construction company Kongo 
Gumi Co Ltd - ran for over 1,400 years until it 
was absorbed into a larger company in 2006. 


Plan for defibrillators 


A BRIDPORT town councillor 
is campaigning to have defib¬ 
rillators at special access 
points around the town.

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Concern over plastic on beaches 


PLASTIC-based litter on 
West Dorset beaches is a 
growing problem, a lead¬ 
ing marine group claims. 

The Marine Conserva¬ 
tion Society’s report on 
the 2012 Beach watch 
Big Weekend revealed 
that plastic on beaches in 
the area rose by three per 


cent in 2012 compared to 
the year before. 

The annual report on 
the health of the nation’s 
beaches uses data col¬ 
lected during the group’s 
annual beach clean-up 
during which hundreds 
of volunteers join cam¬ 
paigners to litter pick 


beaches. 

The report notes that 65 
per cent of all the litter on 
British beaches is made 
of plastic. 

Litter pickers also 
found on average more 
than seven drinks cans 
every 100 metres along 
beaches in the area. 


The number of dis¬ 
carded cigarette ends has 
also doubled according 
to the charity, with smok¬ 
ing associated litter in 
general also up by 90 per 
cent. 

The report suggests this 
increase might be con- 
tributable to the ban on 


smoking in public build¬ 
ings, leading to more 
people smoking outside. 

Dorset litter pickers 
found more than 6,600 
items per kilometre on 
Dorset beaches - higher 
than the national average. 

Plastic waste is of par¬ 
ticular concern to envi- 



HUNDREDS of cygnets are 
beginning to hatch at 
Abbotsbury Swannery after 
the first baby swan was born 
at 7:45am on May 16th. 

Local legend has it that the 
first hatching marks the 
start of summer. 

The Swannery is the only 
place in the world where 
visitors can walk every day 
through a colony of mute 
swans, see cygnets hatching 
and participate in mass 
feedings at 12 noon and 
4pm. 

Swan-herds noticed the 
first signs of hatching when 
a mother swan became 
restless and began hovering 
over the nest, to allow the 
emerging cygnet more 
room to peck its way out of 
the egg. 

The swan had just been 
bereaved after her mate 
died in a territorial dispute 
but following the death 


swan-herds were astonished 
to see a neighbouring cob 
(male swan) swimming 
downstream and adopting 
her eggs as his own. 

This is highly unusual 
behaviour, according to 
deputy swan-herd Steve 
Groves. 

He said: "She was left on 
her own, and this cob was in 
the next territory and had 
no mate. 

"Remarkably, he came 
down the stream and they 
paired up. Even though he 
is not the father of these 
eggs, he is behaving like 
he is, which is very odd." 

He added: "I have not seen 
anything like this in nearly 
25 years of working at 
Abbotsbury Swannery." 

Given that swans mate 
for life, it is thought the 
pair will stay together, 
fathering the male's cygnets 
next year. 


ronmentalists. Not only 
does plastic take a long 
time to break down, 
when it does so toxic 
chemicals such as 
bisphenol A can be re¬ 
leased into the ecosys¬ 


tem, reports suggest. 

Katsuhiko Saido, a 
chemist with the College 
of Pharmacy at Nihon 
University in Japan who 
studied plastics in the 
oceans around the globe 


has said that as well as 
constituting a physical 
contamination, plastic 
should be considered a 
new source of chemical 
pollution in the ocean as 
well. 


Kill cord campaign 


A WEST Dorset man whose son died 
when the boat he was travelling on 
lost control is calling for a change in 
the law to improve speedboat safety. 

Heddon Johnson from Kingston Rus¬ 
sell wants 'kill cords" to be made 
mandatory for speedboat drivers fol¬ 
lowing a recent similar accident in 
Padstow, Cornwall in which a father 
and daughter also lost their lives. 


Mr Johnson, whose son Tristan Dou- 
glas-Johnson died on a runaway RIB at 
Southampton International Boat 
Show in 2000, has set up a petition on 
the website Change.org 
Worn by the driver, kill cords cut the 
engine if he or she is thrown from the 
vessel. Although fitted as standard on 
speedboats across Europe, current law 
does not require them to be worn.

TO MARK Dementia Awareness Week (May 20th -

TIRED limbs, smiling faces and 
all manner of bicycles filled West 
Bay when hundreds of cyclists 
descended on the resort to com¬ 
plete the Coast to Coast Chal¬ 
lenge. 

The harbour was once again 
the destination for the challenge 

- a gruelling 54 mile cycle in aid 
of the Dorset and Somerset Air 
Ambulance (DSAA). 

More than 600 cyclists of all 
ages took part in the fundraiser 

- now in its third year. 

Last year around 500 cyclists 
raised £60,000 for the emer¬ 
gency service which relies en¬ 
tirely on voluntary contributions 
to stay in the air. 

Starting from the North Som¬ 
erset town of Watchet, the route 
took in the hills of the two coun¬ 
ties covered by the famous yel¬ 
low helicopter. A shorter 11 mile 
option was also available. 

The challenge is not billed as a 
race - completion is everything, 
and no easy feat - but it was 
noted that first to wheel into 
West Bay in a time of two hours 
and 35 minutes was James 
Styrin from Bridport. 


The 40-year-old matched his 
own feat of 2012 when he again 
headed the field. 

But perhaps the biggest win¬ 
ners this year were the 15-strong 
group of friends cycling for 
Team Fiona'. 

By the time they got in the sad¬ 
dle, the team had already raised 
£15,000 for the DSAA in memory 
of their friend Fiona Vigar, who 
died in January after being 
thrown from her horse. 

Following the accident, Fiona 
was airlifted to hospital by the 
DSAA - the second time she had 
been cared for by the service. 

Her husband Chris said: "The 
Dorset and Somerset Air Ambu¬ 
lance saved her life twice even 
though on the second occasion 
she died after some weeks in 
hospital. 

"Fiona did the Coast to Coast 
Challenge last year in gratitude 
for saving her the first time and 
we decided as a group to do it 
this year in her memory."

Emma Lavinia Gifford was the first Mrs Thomas Hardy.

Boost your bedrooms... 

ONE of the best ways to make your home more 
suited to your needs, especially if you have a growing 
family or want to work from home, is to add a bed¬ 
room. 

Increasing the number of bedrooms can also put 
your home in a different price bracket if and when 
you come to sell. 

The most obvious place to put an extra bedroom 
is upstairs, with all the others, and sometimes it's 
possible to use the space you already have. 

For example, if the main bedroom spans the front 
of the house, you may be able to divide it in two, as 
long as each room has its own, separate window. 
This may not be as satisfactory as adding space, but 
it can work well if your home's big enough and 
you're on a limited budget. 

If rejigging the existing space isn't an option, con¬ 
sider converting the loft into a bedroom or bedrooms 
instead. If you can also fit a bathroom or shower 
room up there, and built-in storage, you've created 
the perfect master or guest suite. 

The cheapest and easiest loft conversions are ones 
with skylights (eaves conversions), as the line of the 
roof is unchanged. However, this isn't ideal if the loft 
has limited space. 

Building out the roof to create more useable space 
inside is often necessary, which means a (more ex¬ 
pensive and complicated) dormer, mansard or hip- 
to-gable conversion. 

The pitch of the roof can make a big difference to 
how useable the space is - some lofts don't have 
enough head height to make the conversion worth¬ 
while unless you lower the ceilings in the rooms 
below. This is a big and expensive job and won't be 
practical if the ceilings are already quite low. 

You also need room for a good-sized staircase up 
to the loft on the floor below and if this means losing 
a bedroom, you may not gain much by converting 
the loft. 

Creating a downstairs bedroom, and preferably a 
bathroom or shower room next to it, can work bet¬ 
ter, providing your home's layout is suitable. 

Ground-floor extensions are usually used to add 
kitchen, dining and living space, but they can in¬ 
clude bedrooms. 

Another way to add a bedroom is converting your 
home's garage (or outbuildings) into one. If the 
garage is mostly used for storage and the stuff can 
be stored elsewhere, the garage may be more useful 
and valuable as a bedroom, as long as it's converted 
properly and sympathetically. 

To get the best of both worlds, you could put a bed¬ 
room on top of the garage, if there's space to build 
above it and for a new corridor on the first floor.

Bridport not disgraced in world gig championships 


BRIDPORT Gig Racing Club produced some 
excellent results in the recent World Gig Rac¬ 
ing Championships held in the Scilly Isles re¬ 
cently with all the teams improving on their 
last year's positions. 

Racing against teams from all over the South 
West as well as from far afield as The Nether¬ 
lands, all the Bridport crews put in sterling per¬ 
formances in what is the largest event on the 
gig rowing calendar. 

The ladies veterans kicked off the weekend's 
racing over a 1.8 mile straight course from St 
Agnes to St Mary's. 

In a controversial race that lead to nine crews 
being disqualified, racing through choppy 
seas Bridport's A vets came 19th in their own 
racing gig Dagger, whilst the B vets were just 
four places behind rowing in Penny; a boat 
borrowed from Weymouth whom the team 
had never rowed in before! 

Later in the evening the men's vets rowed 
the same course in Dagger, finishing in 21st 
place, beating teams from Lyme and Wey¬ 
mouth. 

In the main event, A and B crews raced in 
three rounds over the Saturday and Sunday, 


ending with a final. 

In each round there were groups ranging 
from A - K with approximately 12 boats in 
each round, with position's in the group deter¬ 
mined originally by their result in the long race 
on Saturday morning, then after every heat 
over a shorter 1.1 mile course from Nut Rock 
to St Mary's Quay; the top two moving up a 
group and the bottom two would going 
down.The final determined each boats overall 
position out of the 133 boats competing. 

The ladies A crew who finished 11th in 
group D and an overall position of 47th; three 
places higher than last year, saw them rise two 
groups throughout the weekend with some 
strong rowing and good coxing by men's cap¬ 
tain Simon Bowler.
